“Chocolate Doughnuts 
with Eggs: Two eggs, one tablespoon 
of melted butter, one cup of sweet 
milk, three-fourths of a cup of granu­ 
lated sugar, one-half teaspoon of salt, 
tw'o tablespoons of m elted chocolate, 
three cups of flour, two teaspoons of 
baking powder and one teaspoon of 
vanilla. 
Sift together the flour, bak­ 
ing powder and salt. 
Beat the eggs 
and add the sugar to them , then also 
add the chocolate, butter, milk and 
vanilla. 
Stir in the sifted dry ingred- 
dough. 
Roll out about one-half inch 
ients, which w'ill m ake a medium-thick 
thick and cut w ith a doughnut cutter. 
Fry in deep, hot fat as any doughnuts. 
W hen cool sprinkle wdth powdered 
sugar 
doughnuts.” 
“Mrs. C. M.” also sent the following: 
“Chocolate Doughnuts w ithout Eggs: 


teaspoon of salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
of nutm eg, one-half teaspoon of va­ 
nilla, two and one-half ounces

melted, one cup of sweet milk, three 
cups of flour and three teaspoons of 
baking powder. 
Mix butter and sugar 
together, then add the salt, nutm eg, 
vanilla, and melted chocolate (cooled). 
Also add the milk and the flour sifted 
with the baking powder.

bread board, about one-fourth inch 
thick. 
Cut with a doughnut cutter 
and fry to a light brown in deep fat, 
which is hot enough to brown a sm all 
piece of bread in 60 seconds.

"Or, better yet, sugar the dough­ 
nuts as follows: Put six doughnuts 
into a large paper bag with a couple 
of tablespoons of powdered sugar; 
close top of bag and then shake well. 
W hen the doughnuts are well coated 
w ith the sugar, remove them and put 
six m ore into the bag, shaking as be­ 
fore and adding more powdered sugar 
as necessary.

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FESS’ OPINION OF COOLIDGE 


Hon. S. I'). Fess, ll. S. Senator from Ohio, delivered the follow­ 
ing speech at the New England Coolidge Dinner, April 16 at 
Boston. 
This situation at Washington accounts for the peculiar poli­ 
tical maneuvers which have precipitated this campaign of slander 
in which the Senate has reached an alarmingly low level as a 
deliberative body. The remedy is not in the main on the floor of 
the Senate. It lies with the electorate which must pay the fright­ 
ful cost of such condition. 
In the midst of this orgy of slander, this spree of muckraking, 
this riot of vituperation and crimination where stalwart statesmen 
seem to have lost their former poise, where a self-respecting min­ 
ority has abandoned a test of political theories for a tryo-ut of! 
mere vaudeville, to the disgust of Senators on both sides of the 
aisle, and to the amazement of the country at large, there looms 
one figure, the leader at the head of the Government, concerned 
over the trend of the forces of disintegration displayed in legis­ 
lative circles, has uttered a timely caution, if not warning, to call 
back the Senate to its proper function of legislation. In the midst 
of the storm of abuse there he stands, unmoved by clamor, his 
courage determined by conscientious scruples of what is the just 
course to take. 
Few are his words, decisive is his judgment. His comprehen­ 
sion of pending problems is broad, his vision clear and his action 
dauntless. 
His conception of public duty forestalls the employ­ 
ment of mere political expediency. While he highly prizes the 
honor of the great office which he adorns, he refuses to sacrifice 
his chances to serve the public by yielding to the pressure of 
party advantages against his judgement of proper official conduct.

“Chocolate Doughnuts 
with Eggs: Two eggs, one tablespoon 
of melted butter, one cup of sweet 
milk, three-fourths of a cup of granu­ 
lated sugar, one-half teaspoon of salt, 
two tablespoons of melted chocolate, 
three cups of flour, tw'o teaspoons of 
baking powder and one teaspoon of 
vanilla. 
Sift together the flour, bak­ 
ing powder and salt. 
Beat the eggs 
and add the sugar to them, then also 
add the chocolate, butter, milk and 
vanilla. 
Stir in the sifted dry ingred- 
dough. 
Roll out about one-half inch 
ients, which w'ill make a medium-thick j 
thick and cut with a doughnut cutter, j 
Fry in deep, hot fat as any doughnuts. 
When cool sprinkle with powdered J 
sugar

“Chocolate Doughnuts without Eggs: 


teaspoon of salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
of nutmeg, one-half teaspoon of va­ 
nilla, two and one-half ounces

chocolate 
melted, one cup of sweet milk, three 
cups of flour and three teaspoons of 
baking powder. 
Mix butter and sugar 
together, then add the salt, nutmeg, 
vanilla, and melted chocolate (cooled). 
Also add the milk and the flour sifted 
with the baking powder. 
Mix well 
and 
roll out on 
a 
slightly-floured 
bread board, about one-fourth inch 
thick. 
Cut with a doughnut cutter 
and fry to a light brow'n In deep fat, 
which is hot enough to brown a small 
piece of bread in 60 seconds.
